ate side tracked the administra- 
tion program as it prepared to 
take up the controversial 
anti- 


lynching bill. 


Senator Byrnes (d , S. C.), an- 
nounced on the floor that a mo- 
tion would be made for considera- 
tion of the lynching measure. He 
said leaders had decided not to 
permit him to move for immedi- 
ate consideration of the govern- 
ment reorganization bill, only one 
of the president's measures ready 
for consideration. 


There were immediate signs of 


a filibuster to block action on the 
antilynching measure. There was 
a short, sharp explosion on the 
part of the southern senators who 
have been opposing it. 
Senator 


Wagner (d., N. Y.) backing the 
measure, has said he believed any 
filibuster would be short lived. 


The house was in a tangle over 


adjourning for the day. After re- 
bellious republicans 
had blocked 


democratic leaders' efforts to quit 
work 
until 
Friday, 
republican 
leader Snell forced a roll call on 
adjourning till Wednesday. 
Byrnes' disclosure In the senate 


followed conferences of democratic 
leader Barkley -with other adminis- 
tration leaders.

CHINES^ FLEE FROM 


THREE LARGE CITIES 


Nanking, Tsinan, Soochow 


Evacuated^-Italy May 


Bolt Conference. 


By the Associated I'ress. 


Three of China's great cities lay 


in the path of Japan's army ad- 
vancing from Shanghai, while the 
Brussels far eastern conference, 
frustrated in its first peace at- 
tempt, took a recess to study its 
next move. 


Chinese fled Nanking, their cap- 
ital; Tsinan, capital of the rich 
Shantung province; and Soochow, 
central point in the Chinese de- 
fenses Shanghai and Nanking. 


The Nanking 
government de- 


cided Tuesday night to move to 
Hankow, on the Yangtze nearly 
300 miles to the west, because of 
the threat of the capital by Jap- 
anese armies 
advancing 
from 


Shanghai. 
Foreign military observers pre- 


dicted Japan's fighters could reach 
Nanking within a month. 
Italy was expected to bolt the 


Brussels conference of 19 power 
when it reconvenes Monday and 
takes up the question of positive 
help for China. 


A source close to the foreign of- 


fice in Tokyo said Japanese with- 
drawal from the nine power pact 
pledging 
respect 
for 
Chinese 


sovereignty, under which the Brus- 
sels assembly was called, would be 
considered within the next few 
days. 
At Brussels Japanese officials 


issued a sharp counter blast to 
the Brussels conference declara- 
tion criticizing Japan for her ac- 
tion in China. The Japanese em- 
bassy attacked Russia, as a non- 
signatory of the nine power ^treaty 
but a participant in the confer- 
ence, and referred to the 
part- 


played in framing the declaration 
by nations which "repudiate pay- 
ment of their war debts to the 
United States" and "vote things 
to which they do^ not adhere." 


Elsewhere, 
infei national inter- 


est centered on diplomatic talks 
Britain arranged with Germany 
and Belgium, which held possi- 
bility of far reaching effect. 


Britain sent Lord Halifax to 


Germany, 
probably 
to 
discuss 


Chancellor Hitler's often expressed 
colonial ambitions. London wel- 
comed King Leopold of Belgium, 
who came to seal the friendship 
of his tiny kingdom and the Brit- 
ish empire.

of Grand Island is expected to up- 
hold his motion.

Reynolds was arrested at Den-

Wapello county attorney are here 
to return Reynolds to Ottumwa, 
Cochran said.

Iowa officials last summer asked 
ov. Cochran to extradite Reyn- 


olds. Officials from Oskaloosa at 
:hat time alleged Reynolds had 
taken 
at least 5100,000 out of 


Iowa, in some cases taking the 
small savings of people who were 
left with no means of support. He 
was alleged 
to have 
obtained 


money by fraud in the sale" of 
royalties on oil lands in Texas. 
The Iowa officials also alleged 
;hat they desired to get Reynolds 
there for prosecution for the pur- 
pose of breaking up a ring of 
which he was the alleged head. 


When Reynolds was captured in 


Denver the governor there refused 
to honor a requisition from Iowa, 
urging a technical defect in the 
papers. Reynolds then voluntarily 
returned to Seward with

He was placed in jail at Seward 
in July and has been there ever 
since.

Crocker and bar integration cases 
the supreme court settled as a fact 
that it is vested with exclusive 
powers to determine the qualifica- 
tions of persons who may be per- 
mitted to practice law in this state 
It says the practice of law has 
been repeatedly held to include 
the trial of causes in court and 
the preparation of pleadings to 
be filed in court, and this means 
all courts, high and low It says

In the 
North Platte valley feeding will be 
the largest for several years and 
may approximate a record. Esti- 
mate* range from 500,000 to 525,- 
000 head for the Scottsbluff and 


, Torrington, Wyo., areas with about 
400,000 to 425,000 on the Nebraska 
•ide. Reports from other feeding 
areas in the state indicate but Itt- 
tie activity up to the present time. 
The bureau of animal industry 
•hlpments of feeder sheep from 
the markets into "Nebraska for Jhe 
period July to October show only 
61 percent as many as for the 
same months last year, or 103,000 
head a» compared with 17D,OOO 
head for the same period last 
year. B. A. I. shipments in the 
past, represented only a small pr<f- 
portion of the total inshipments, 
MM most of them come direct. Ship- 
ments into the North Platte valley 
are mostly direct shipments from 
the range. 
The movement of feeder lambs, 
both from markets, and direct, in 
October to the country as a whole 
are considerably larger than in 
October last year. Present indica- 
tions are that the number of lambs 
to be fed will be larger this season 
than last in the corn belt states, in 
Texas and in Colorado and that 
the number fed will show some re- 
auction in the other Rocky moun- 
tain states.

Next to Water, Shelterbelt of 


Trees Most Important Factor in 


• Geting a Crop, Says Forester 


Withthe exception of rain, or 
possibly water for irrigation, a 
good shelter-belt of trees around 
cultivated fields' is perhaps the 
next most Important factor in the 
yield of crops, says M. B. Jenkins 
of the forestry research depart- 
ment of the University of Ne- 
braska conservation and survey di- 
vision. Even in irrigated areas it 
has been found that good tree belts 
cut down the'amount of water nec- 
essary to keep crops in good grow- 
ing- condition. 
Jenkins found that during the 
drouths of 1934 and 1936 one un- 
Irrigated but protected field near 
Craig, yielded potatoes averaging 
200 bushels to the acre, while in 
the same field during the growing 
season of 1926 corn averaged 40 
bushels to the acre. In all the 
other surrounding fields during 
these two dry seasons, crops were 
completely destroyed. 
Experiments^ at the university 
show that only about 30 percent 
is wasted in runoff 
on slopes. 
Shelter belts, preferably of "ever- 
greens, not only reduce this runoff 


but keep burning winds from dry- 
ing up the soil moUture. 
"With a wind velocity of 
25 
miles an hour the rate of evapora- 
tion fe six times aa great as dur- 
ing the calm," the university for- 
estry official points out. "Since the 
average velocity of wind here in 
Nebraska is about 12 miles an 
hour, there Is probably at least 
four times as much water eva- 
porated from fields that are not 
protected by trees as needs be." 
Forests now definitely estab- 
lished in tome of the dryest sec- 
tions of the state prove that Ne- 
braska's western plains are not 
too dry and hot for successful 
forest cultivation. In fact, Jenkins 
says, trees create their Own con- 
ditions of existence, retaining sub- 
soil moisture and at the same 
time eliminating rapid evapora- 
tion. 
"There are some species of trees 
that will endure the most extreme 
drouth with practically no injury," 
his observations indicate.

MESSAGE TO CONGRESS. 
President Roosevelt's message to 


congress, which Is the congres- 
sional worksheet even tho it max 
not be followed closely, for con- 
gress often drifts away from the 
subject at hand and IB certainly 
too slow acting; to get a large 
sart of the outlined program fin- 
ished before the regular session 
takes up, originally contemplated 
four things. 'The business reces- 
sion forced upon the president a 
ifth. 
He virtually prefaces hifl 


message with a demand that con- 
gress take under advisement the 
business recession which has been 
toted, for while he does not feel 
the situation to be serious, he does 
not care to have it grow worse. 


The president does not hold to 


the view that this slump is just 
a segment of the same old depres- 
sion. He refuses to see any con- 
nection or relation. The business 
slump is a new depression, if the 
word may be used in that con- 
nection. It is the result of entirely 
new 
and 
different causes than 


those which brought on the old 
depression, Mr. Roosevelt insists. 


And by so insisting the pres- 


ident, whether he wishes It or not, 
places the responsibility for the 
current situation upon the should- 
ers of his own administration. And 
Dy recommending a study of tax 
aws and calling congress* atten- 
tion to the plight of the small 
business man, he even implies that 
the tax laws are at fault. Obviously 
the president does not set out to 
convict 
his 
administration 
of 


bungling. 
But he has in effect 


done so and his political oppon- 
ents will accept his word at face 
value. 


Having dealt with the business 


situation as it now appears, but 
without offering a definite pro- 
Sffam and remaining rather aloof 
from 
specific 
recommendations, 


the president takes up the mes- 
sage as he probably intended to 
deliver it when the idea of a special 
session first took shape in his 
mind. This second section of the 
message is made up of four spe- 
cific recommendations. 


His first concern, in this portion 


of the message, is for agriculture. 
The president wants a new and 
permanent agricultural program. 
The need seems apparent to every 
one. Almost no progress, except 
for the crop loan scheme, has been 
made in the past four years, nor 
since the agricultural problem first 
began to obtrude itself on the na- 
tional consciousness, for that mat- 
ter. The president devoted most of 
his discussion to developing the 
needs of agriculture. When touch- 
ing on* specific action, which he 
did not do In detail, he indicated 
that he did not want a new pro- 
gram after all. He is still sold on 
the idea of the AAA and seems to 
think that if the supreme court will 
listen to reason, the country can 
and should have something of that 
kind. 


President Roosevelt is decidedly 


single minded. 
He cannot seem 


to bring himself to accept defeat 
on this point; He Is still battering 
the court stone wall on the farm 
program matter, with no apparent 
dent in the wall. 


The problems of labor are still 


acute and the president takes them 
up next. He is interested In and 
favors wages and hours legislation 
and insists that the nation must 
do something about the child labor 
situation. 
Mr. Roosevelt is an-

ner in others. Indeed Puaey'a text- 
book of dermatology, one of the 
classics in this field, contain* an 
Uustratlon of a case of "Derma- 
-itis AeativaliB," e etc ma or akin 
inflammation ascribed by Prof. 
Fusey to hot weather. 


A -familiar 
akin 
inflammation 


(call it eczema or dermatitis, aa 
you prefer) indirectly due to hot 
weather or excessive warmth, to 
chafing- or scalding, tho excessive 
warmth alone will never produce 
this reaction. Friction and th« di- 
rect irritation of retained excre- 
tions (sebum and sweat) are es- 
sential factors. 


To relieve chafing 
bathe 
the 


scalded surfaces with tepid water 
and very little soap, rinse the eoap 
away with plain water, dry by 
patting; not rubbing, with soft 
towel, and then powder freely with 
borated talcum or with compound 
zinc atearate powder. Or, if the 
surface ia moist 
(from 
exuded 


serum, weeping), smear it with 
Tresh castor oil or with soft petro- 
latum (petroleum jelly) and cover 
with a clean soft linen cloth for 
protection. Nothing Is better for 
prevention or relief of chafing than 
exposure of the surface to the air. 
"Heat rash" or "prickly heat" is 


a form of eczema or akin irritation 
directly due to excessive clothing1 
or covers and the Irritation of de- 
lomposing sebum or sweat which 
would be normally disposed of by 
oxidation if the surface were ex- 
aoaed to the air. The sweat duct 
orifices become red, swollen, in- 
flamed, 
itchy, 
burning-.

rently with tepid starch water or 
aran water (small handful of corn- 
itarch or wheat bran in basin of 
water), dry with soft towel, and 
powder 
freely with 
cornstarch 


powder and 
boric 
acid 
powder 


nixed half and half. Avoid soap. 
Leave the affected skin exposed to 
ihe air. The regular use of borated 
talcum powder or compound zinc 
stearate powder tends to prevent 
prickly heat. 


Chapping or cracking of the lips, 


hands or face is a familiar result 
of exposure to cold weather and 
wind, when the skin is dried out or 
its natural 
sebum removed by 


strong- soaps, alkalis, 
gasoline, 


hard water or irritated by other 
chemicals. Chapping or cracking- 
of the lips occurs chiefly during 
cold weather and in persons who 
have a habit of constantly moisten- 
ing the lips with saliva. It ia best 
prevented by the use of any'good 
ipstick, cerate or simple lip salve. 
To make a good lip salve: 


Melt together one ounce of Sper- 


maceti, two ounces of olive oil, one- 
half ounce of White wax in a 
double boiler. When melted, re- 
move from fire, let cool, then stir 
in four drops of oil or rose geran- 
ium, and if desired a few drops of 
cochinneal to tint. Both perfume 
and tint may be omitted if pre- 
ferred. Apply the lip salve as 
needed with fingertip,

THE PUBLIC MIND, 


An American Says a Kindly Word 


for the Duke of Windsor. 
LINCOLN.—Edward, 
duke of 


Windsor must indeed be an un- 
happy man and it Is with disap- 
pointment'and sorrow that I see a 
group of our own people doing its 
utmost to add to his troubles. 
It was not enough that Edward, 


who would have made the great- 
est sovereign England has had for. 
centuries, must 
be driven from 


the throne and exiled from his na- 
tive land by the intolerance and 
selfishness of dominant 
clerical 
and secular groups in that coun- 
try. This exile was, in the main, 
but a precaution 
taken 
by the 


hereditary and industrial aristoc- 
racy of England lest Edward some- 
how interrupt their ancient rule, 
put a little more money into the 
pockets and sunshine into the 
lives of the destitute and unem- 
ployed millions of that land and, 
perchance, make of that anachron- 
ism, the British crown, a position 
of usefulness and importance. 
The form taken by this Apposi- 


tion was mostly camouflage. It was 
ostensibly placed upon the ground 
of moral and religious opposition 
to a matrimonial alliance, which, 
whether you or I would have made 
it or not, or whether it was wise 
or not, was in reality Edward's 
own affair. It was made to appear 
that the English believed that 
throne once occupied by Henry 
VIII, "Bloody Mary," the Intoler- 
ant 'James1 and insane George III 
would be sullied by the most dem- 
ocratic of England's royalty. 
So Edward went his way. But 


he did not lose Interest in his fel- 
low men, or his desire to live 
life of usefulness—a desire which 
the world somehow cannot com- 
prehend that he possesses. He pre- 
pared to come to America, to his 
kindred in blood and (presumably) 
in the love of democracy and op- 
portunity for all. One of his pur- 
poses was to study labor condi- 
tions, and to do so 
with 
that 


natural sympathy so touchingly 
evidenced when, in one of his last 
acts as uncrowned king of Ei 
land, lie completed a report upon 
a plan for improving the conditions 
of the unemployed in the mining 
districts of England. But. upon the 
eve of his departure he met that 
most thoughtless and ungracious 
gesture from people of the very 
| class he was wont to help, labor- 


ing people of America. 
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American labor, what have you 


to conceal that you do not want 
your house visited or your system^ 
studied by one of broad sympathy 
ind understanding? American la- 
bor leaders, where is your toler- 
ance, your standing, your com- 
mon courtesy? 


I, like many other Americans, 


love and admire Britain and its 
people, and for that reason their 
action toward their erstwhile king 
Mings both irritation and sadness; 
so much the more when the same 
conduct is Indulged in by my own 
people. I hope that we Americans 
who pride 
ouraelvea upon 
our 


charity and fairness will yet ex- 
tend to the duke and duchess the 
friendly and understanding wel- 
come which they deserve.

in the increased and increasing 
fatalities' on the public highways 
and elsewhere.

The fatal shooting in California 
recently by an intoxicated man of 
his wife and best friend is a 
notable example. 
Is there a remedy? Yes, there 
are two things that legislators 
can do. First, re-enact the prohi- 
bition law and make an honest 
attempt to enforce it as the G-men 
are now making to run down bank 
robbers and other criminals. And 
second, make it illegal for fac- 
tories to put on the market high 
powered automobiles, and for a 
man to possess and drive one. 
There Is no reason nor common 
sense to permitting the sale or 
purchase of an automobile with a 
speed capacity of 70, 90 or 100 
miles or more per hour when the 
speed laws of the states are lim- 
ited • to 50 miles. The possession 
of a high powered car is an en- 
couragement to violatri the law 
which in turn is a menace to all 


who use the highways. If no car 
had a capacity of over SO miles 
(which is high enough and too 
high for safety), traffic accidents 
would be cut in half and fatalities 
by three-fourths.

BE AN AID TO BUSINESS 


Document to Be Remembered 


as Turning Point in Evolu- 


tion of New Deal. 


• Y DAVID LAWRENCE. 
WASHINGTON. (Copyright). 


President Roosevelt's message to 
congress Is so utterly unlike any 
previous communication from the 
executive to the legislative in the 
last four years that the document 
will ever be remembered as mark- 
ing a turning point In the evolution 
of the new deal. 
Mr. Roosevelt has executed as 
adroit a piece of reconciliation 
between the onrush of his reform 
program and the necessary tem- 
pering of that program now to 
new conditions as any political 
leader in his position could pos- 
•ibly have made. In fact, if the 
message is viewed in military 
terms as a strategic retreat, but 
with an impressive rear guard 
action, some idea of the true sig- 
nificance of its march can be 
obtained. 
The message will be helpful to 
business and is to be commended 
for the restraint it breathes both 
In tone and purpose. 
The pres- 
ident calls for "cordial and con- 
fident co-operation not only be- 
tween government and every kind 
of citizen—but also between every 
kind of citizen and his govern- 
ment." 
In those words may be read the 
pledge of a new era and a new 
attitude, something for which crit- 
ics have contended for more than 
three years 
It makes the criti- 
cism that has been spoken and 
written, Irrespective of the shafts 
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of Intolerant supporters of the ad- 
ministration, even more worth 
while now that Mr. Roosevelt ha* 
accepted the course that ha* been 
repeatedly urged upon him.- 
The appeal for co-operation will 
be widely echoed and it will be 
accepted by business men, of large 
and small enterprises. The reason 
is that, when the president of the 
United States frankly concedes 
that there has bean "a marked 
recession in industrial production 
and industrial purchases following 
a fairly steady advance for more 
than four years." it is no time for 
quibbling about politics or person- 
alities but a time for genuine co- 
operation. 
The skeptics will, of course, won- 
der if the president will square his 
words about helping business with 
his performance In the future. The 
answer la that the president has 
no other choice. Public funds for 
"pump priming" have run out. 
Private funds for "pugnp priming" 
must take their place, and Mr. 
Roosevelt knows When that stage 
is reached he must have the whole- 
hearted co-operation of the very 
men who manage the production 
and distribution and financial en- 
terprises of the nation. 


Concession to Centervatlves. 
The president is right when he 
says that "underlying conditions 
are not unfavorable," and he is 
even more reassuring when he adds 
that "obviously an immediate task 
ia to try to increase the use of 
private capital to create employ- 
ment." There are many parts of 
the speech that will irk conserv- 
atives because here and there the 
president returns to his pet the- 
ories about purchasing power. Yet, 
in the following paragraph from 
the message, conservatives, lib- 
erals and radicals can find a meet- 
ing ground if they wish: 
"Private 
enterprise 
with co- 
operation on the part of govern- 
ment can advance to higher levels 
of industrial activity than those 
reached earlier this year. 
Such 
advance will assure balanced bud- 
gets 
But also, government cannot 
let nature take its course with- 
out regard to consequences. 
If 
private enterprise does not re- 
spond, government must take up 
the slack." 
What the whole message really 
does is to state the problems of 
the hour with a tone and purpose 
that makes them palatable to all 
but the groups which have made 
up their minds that nothing the 
Roosevelt administration will ever 
do can be right. 
The president's comments about 
taxation 
are couched in broad 
terms, 
but they are eminently 
more satisfactory than any men- 
tion he has ever made of changes 
in our tax 
laws. In this, Mr. 
Roosevelt is following closely the 
outline of policy made last wee»- 
by Secretary of the 
Treasury 
Morgenthau in his address before 
the American Academy of Political 
Science. The emphasis on the 
needs of smaller business is especi- 
ally encouraging and the public 
will do well not to overlook this 
phraseology in that connection: 
"Small businesses or even those 


of average size have difficulties of 
financing and distribution which 
are not shared 
by large corpora- 
tions." 
Naturally, the president's refer- 
ences to the proposed wage and 
hour bill will be , minutely ex- 
amined. He has not changed his 
purpose, but he has changed his

ultimate goal." This means that 
eventually America will work out 
a plan for minimum wages and 
maximum hours on which both 
federal and state governments can 
operate together and thus prevent 
unjust competition between states 
of low and high standards, respec- 
tively, a desirable objective, pro- 
vided the states and federal gov- 
ernment do co-operate and the 
whole job is not left to a political 
bureaucracy in Washington. 


He Acts in Bad Taste. 


The one unfortunate thing in an 


otherwise splendid message was 
Mr. Roosevelt's effort to send a 
message to the supreme court of 
the United States. He was never 
apparently 
become reconciled to 
the fact that the judiciary is a co- 
ordinate branch of the government 
and not a department or agency oi 
the executive. In speaking of a 
proposed act of congress on farm 
legislation, Mr. Roosevelt says 
boldly: 
"I hope and believe that the su- 
preme court will not again deny 
to farmers the protection which It 
now accords to others." 
The president, by that phraseo- 
logy and action, would have the 
American people" believe that the 
supreme court of the United States 
is a legislative and- political body 
and not an institution for the in- 
terpretation of the statutes in ac- 
cordance with constitutional law 
and that it must surrender to ex- 
pediency just as do the political 
branches of the government. Even 
of Mr. Roosevelt thinks the court 
is now political minded, which, of 
course, will never be conceded, it 
is too bad that he wants the court 
always to be regarded as political 
even when it shall be comprised 
for the most part of hia ap- 
pointees. But his fling at the su- 
preme court may prove meaning- 
less if Mr. Roosevelt appoints real 
judges hereafter and lets the 
judges do their own deciding with- 
out public pressure.

More 
than almost any editor of his 
time, he has developed a new 
school of art humor, a twist that 
finds expression In such delinea- 
tors as Peter Arno, Helen Hodkin- 
son, Otto Soglow, Georgia Price 
Shermund and Thurber.

Sitdown 
strikers who had occupied the 
Fisher Body corporation plant here 
for nearly 12 hours left at 8:25 
a. m. Tuesday and the management 
took possession of the factory. 
Dorr Mitchell, p.-esident of the 
United Automobile Worker* of 
America local here, said union of- 
ficials ordered the men to evacu- 
ate the plant because the strike 
was "unauthorized." 
He said a 
conference had been arranged _ for 
1 p. m. between union and cbm- 
pwy officials on grievances which 
caused the sltdown at 8:30 o'clock 
Monday night. 
The principal 
grievance, he said, was the laying 
off of 800 employes. 
There was no demonstration as 
approximately 2,000 men marched 
from the plant. 
Many of them 
were day shift workers who had 
replaced night shift employes at 
7 a. m.

youths, Samuel Hornback, 20, Ber- 
nard Kettler, 20, and Edward Met- 
calfe, 19, faced life Imprisonment 
under conviction of kidnaping Sim- 
eon Jacobs, attorney, and robbing: 
him of $29. Jacobs testified the 
three boarded his automobile, held 
him a prisoner at pistol point for 
several hours while they drove 
around, took $4 from him and 
debated whether to hill him.

But Reserve Report Shows 


Drop in Loans to Brokers. 
WASHINGTON. (UP). The fed- 
eral reserve board's weekly report 
of member banks in 101 leading 
cities showed an increase of $19,- 
000,000 in commercial, industrial 
and agricultural loans. The report 
also registered a decrease of $24,- 
000,000 in loans to brokers and 
dealers in securities, a decline of 
$23,000.000 in loans to banks and a 
drop of $16,000,000 in other securi- 
ties. Demand deposits-adjusted in- 
creased $47,000,000 and time de- 
posits went up $24,000,000, the re- 
port showed. There was a decrease 
of $31,000,000 in government de- 
posits. Decreases of $60,000,000 
were recorded in deposits credited 
to domestic banks and $28,000,000 
in deposits credited to foreign 
banks.

She 
has long ago learned'that she can 
get to the top just as fast, or 
faster, if she does things as a 
woman would do them—and not 
as a man. Her employer values 
her because she can give a wom- 
an's viewpoint on a matter. 
Compile all the information and 
advice today printed for youthful 
guidance and it simmers to this: 
Today's employed young woman 
doesn't necessarily look "like a 
business girl," You can sae her 
go but to lunch as trim and neat, 
as stylishly dressed as a debutante. 
Her hair is smooth and glossy and 
curled in soft ringlets. Her dress 
may be tailored, but frothy lingerie 
cuffs and collar relieve any plain- 
ness. In her locker she keeps fresh 
hose, sometimes fresh cuffs and 
collar, cream, powder and per- 
fume, 
and fresh handkerchiefs. 
When someone asks her to go to 
dinner direct from work, she is 
ready. 
In the office, her employer finds 


her at work, and an asset to the 
office, or she is fired. More than 
one office has undergone a re- 
modeling because some private 
secretary convinced her boss his 
working place ran to the old fash- 
ioned. But never does he suspect 
that he made the changes in his 
office because, his secretary sug- 
gested it. He shows his caljers 
proudly around and watches the, 
looks of envy creep into their 
faces. He takes credit for every- 
thing, but his secretary is satis- 
fied. Her paycheck has risen aince 
she went to work, and she is con- 
tented.

Necessity of 
Quarantine 
Discussed 


Isolation of Infected 


Persons Is Best Way 
to Halt Epidemics

NOT SO long ago New Yorkers 


were distressed to learn that a ship 
entered the harbor carrying pas- 
sengers having typhoid fever. This 
was an unusual occurrence; quar- 
antine measures have been so per- 
fected as practically to eliminate 
such a possibility. 
Investigation 


revealed that a misleading report 
had been made prior to the ship 
passing quarantine. 


Quarantine comes from the Ital- 


ian word "quaranta", meaning 40. 
In" ancient Venice it was custom- 
ary to detain in the harbor for a 
period of 40 days any ship having 
pestilented disease aboard. 
This 


40-day penalty gave origin to the 
word quarantine as now used. 


It is only by rigid "maritime 


quarantine" that many,of the dis- 
eases of the world are prevented 
front spreading from one country 
to another. There are other forms 
of quarantine. Health authorities 
refer not only to maritime quar- 
antine, but to cattle quarantine, 
house quarantine and state quar- 
antine. As we make progress we 
find that other fo?ms of quarantine 
become necessary. 
For example, 


with the increase in air travel, an- 
other form of quarantine, known 
Rg "air quarantine", has been'added 
to .the burdens of the health official. 


Common Foriti 


House quarantine is the most 


familiar and common form. This 
Is essential to prevent the spread 
of contagious diseases, particular- 
ly the so-called childhood diseases. 


Sometimes, I am sorry to say, 


an indulgent mother is careless in 
enforcing the rules. A child with 
measles, whooping cough or scar- 
let fever should never be permitted 
to play with other children until 
the period of quarantine has ex- 
pired. Neglect of this simple rule 
permits the spread of the disease 
to other children. 


In addition, contact with other 


children may result in another in- 
fection. 
This leads to complica- 


tions and may materially delay 
complete recovery of the sick child. 
It ia imperative that the doctor's 


rules and instructions be followed, 
Bear in mind that you will guard 
your own family when you enforce 
these rules, as well as protect the 
health of your neighbors.

Turkey Given 


By ALICE LYNN BARRY 


THERE IS more than one way 
to cook a goose, and the same thing 
goes for turkey, too, now that holi- 
day time is at hand. 
Even more 


mportant than the dressing is the 
method of cooking. 
We have discovered that a bird 


cooked in a covered roaster conies 
out steamed, with resulting loss of 
flavor. 


To assure moisture to the breast 
and to bring out the richness and 
Savor of both dark and light me~t, 
research workers have agreed tha. 
the old-fashioned roasting- method 
is best. This means roasting m dry 
heat. 
When the turkey has been 


dressed, trussed, rubbed with salt 
and strips of fat placed over the 
Dreast, or it has been brushed with 
melted fat, it is placed breast up 
upon a trivet or rack in a shallow 
roasting pan—and then in it goes 
into tJ- e pre-heated oven. 


While two roasting methods re- 


garding temperature are approved, 
the constant, low one-temperature 
method of 350 F. is preferred, if one 
wants the turkey done to a golden 
bi own with only a minimum of 
shrinkage, and the meat moist, 
juicy and tender. Experts say 25 
minutes per pound for a seven- 
pound bird, 19 for a 12-pound bird, 
18 for a 17-pound bird and 15 for a 
22-pound turkey is right. How. 
ever, if you belong to the searing 
school of roasting, the oven may 
be preheated to 500 degrees and the 
turkey seared in this heat for 20 
minutes. Then the oven is reduced 
to 350 dgrees for the remainder of 
the roasting period. 


Savory Dressing 


For a simple but savory dressing 


to serve six, you will need three 
cups soft bread cubes, one teaspoon 
salt, one-sixteenth teaspoon pepper, 
three tablespoons chopped onion, 
three-quarters teaspoon sage or 
poultry seasoning, four tablespoons 
melted fat or butter and one-quar- 
ter to one-third cup liquid. Add 
just enough liquid milk or giblet 
liquid to hold stuffing together. An 
egg improves flavor and aids m 
binding. Onions and bread cubes 
may be browned in fat. Or use 
two tablespoons chopped olives, 
two tablespoons chopped green pop- 
per, one tablespoon minced pai s- 
ley, two tablespoons minced celery 
leaves, one-half cup diced celery, 
one-half cup seedless raisins or one

The department has an efficient 
investigating branch of its own 
which has a legitimate function 
in line of regular duty. Now, ac- 
cording to a tale whispered by 
those who don't have to tap wires 
to know everything that is going 
on, this branch of the department 
—or someone else on the outside 
(which seems inconceivable)—has 
been fooling with the telephones 
right up in the big front offices, 
those of Secretary Ickes and his 
immediate aides. 


What, if anything, the secre- 
tary has reamed about attempts 
to listen in on his conversations 
cannot be stated, but it is said 
on pretty good authority that tele- 
phone representatives have been 
called in to see if his wires are 
being tapped or not. 


Early in the new deal. Louis 
Glavis, one time investigator in 
the famous Ballinger-Pinchot case 
during Theodore Roosevelt's 
re- 


gime, was rehired at his old job. 
Later he "resigned, and it was ru- 
mored that he had been too zeal- 
ous in his activities.
